WITH THE BRITISH ARMY IN 
FRANCE, May 23 (By A. P.).— 
German airmen again have bombed 
heavily hospitals in the area behind 
the lines and this time have killed 
and wounded some hundreds among 
the personnel and patients of many 
different hodpitals in the group. 

Recorded in the casualty list are the 
names of several sisters, who with 
other women-nurses stood bravely by 
“ theix posts throughout a terrific de- 
Jere of explosives. 

Theré is in the neighborhood one 
large hospital and another in which 
there are American workers but 
neither of these appears to have snf- 
fered. Last summer a number of 
American doctors and nurses were 
killed and wounded when these same 
hospitals were raided by the Ger- 
mans. 

The latest horror was perpetrated 
Sunday night, apparently by ‘four 
squadrons of enemy planes which ap- 
pear to have comprised more than a 
seore of machines. A great number of 
bombs were dropped, about thirty per 
eent of them huge affairs which dug 
vast craters in the hospital grounds 
and the rest high explosive shrapnel 
which sent their death dealing bullets 
tearing in every direction through the 
crowded hospital tents and buildings. 
‘Three-Seated Machine Shot Down. 
A three-seated airplane was brought 
down by gunfire which was flying at 
low altitude ahd the occupants were 
made prisoner. The enemy captain 
and thefilot suffered comparatively 
light shrapnel wounds, while the ob- 
séryer was not hurt. The Captain 
spoke excellent English. Asked 
where he had learned it, he replied he 
bad been in diplomatic service be- 

fore the war. 

When questioned why he had di- 
tected his men against hospitals, the 
captain explained, in a matter of fact 
Way, that he didn’t see the Red Cross 
Signs.

GRACE LUSK ABAI

Continues Her Narrative of

TESTIFIES OF EARLY 
WORK AND TEACHING | 


Murder Tells of Breaking 
Down 
Overwork in 1912. 


WAUKESHA, Wis. (By A. P.)}.-— 
Grace Lusk again took the witness 
stand todav to continue her story of 
events which led up to the killing pf 
Mrs. Mary Newman Roberts, for 
which she is on trial here. 

In resuming her story this morn- 
ing Miss Lusk testified that Dr. Rob- 
erts, during the summer of 1914, 
often took her motoring with friends. 
In the fall, she said, he telephoned 
asking her to call at his office to help 
him with a ecatthe bock he was writ- 
ing. She, instead, asked him to meet 
her in her office in the Y. M. C. A., 
which he did. As a result of this 
eonference, Dr. Roberts called at 
Miss Lusk’s office several times a 
week, bringing her manuscript to 
edit. 

In January, she said, Dr. Roberts 
told her that his business profits had 

rémarked: © “You won't care 
we wié as & friend if I lose my 
money." 

“Most of my friends are poor,” 
answered. 

In March, 1915, she said, she was 
seated at her desk working on Dr. 
Roberts’ manuscript when he leaned 
over and kissed her. 

Says He Expressed Wish to Be Free. 

She declared she protested and he 
kissed her again. 

“Later he asked me if I cared for 
him,” she safd, “and I told him that 
he was married. He said that there 
was no love nor happiness in the 
hearts of either his wife or himself, 
and that he would like to be free, 
but could not, as in the eyes of the 
law she was a mode) wife. He then 
asked for my love.”’ 

Tells of Mecting Dr. Roberts. 

Miss Lusk took the witness stand 
late yesterday afternoon and re- 
vealed details of her life up until 
the time she first met Dr. David 
Roberts early in 1913. 

Miss Lusk said she was born in 
Stoughton, Wis., 1 1878, and after 
being graduated from high school 
and normal school, began teaching 
in the primary grades at Menomi- 
nee, Wis., in. 1896. She then at- 
tended the Milwaukee Normal School 
and later became a teacher there 
She remained for seven or eight 
years. While in Milwaukee she made 
a trip to Europe as a member of 4 
commission to study the schools 
there. On her return she spent one 
summer at the University of Chicago 
and the next year obtained a leave 
of absence to attend the University 
of Wisconsin, where she completed a 
two years’ course in one year, ob- 
taining a degree of bachelor of phi- 
losophy in 1912. 

Testifics to Overwork. 

At the end of this period, she said, 
her health broke down, neuritis de- 
priving her of the use of both hands, 
aftd she came to Waukesha to recu- 
perate. During 1913 she occasion: 
ally acted as substitute teacher in 
the Milwaukee grade schools, and 
in the fall of 1914, her health im- 
proving, she was gtven a regular ap- 
pointment as an instructor in the 
Normal Training School. Miss Gusk 
said that she first met Dr. Roberts 
at a dinner party which he attended 
with his wife late in January or 
early in February, 1913. Later they 
|; met at church soctables, which Dr. 
| Roberts attended with his wife. The 
witness described her health during 
this period as poor, ‘due largely to 
overwork, and declared that she was 
frequently unable to attend to her 
duties becauge of severe headaches.

‘Few Male Clerks of Regis- 
tration Age Will Be Found 
in Stores or Other Busi- 
nesses After July 1. 


BOTH BALL TEAMS

Hundreds of Elevator Oper-

Inquiry by Post-Dispatch report- 
ers indicated that the new draft reg- 


\ulations promulgated today will have | 


this effect in St. Louis: 


After July 1 there will, with pos- 
sibly a few exceptions, not be a 
male clerk of draft age in any 
of the department stores, or 
other mercantile establishments, or a 
bartender in a Saloon or club, or a 
waiter in a hotel or cafe, or an usher 
in a theater, or a clerk at a soda 
fountain, or an operator in an ele- 
vator, or perhaps a player on a base- 
ball team. Such mén.will be com- 
pelled either to join the army or en- 
list in occupations ae a the 
war—including manufacture, trans- 
portation and agriculture—and their 
Places will be filed by women, or 
boys under draft age and men ¢ 

The announcement from Washing- 
ton caused the Associated Retailers 
to meet in the forenoon, after which 
the president, Melville L. Wilkinson, 
announced that the draft order 
might inconvenience the department 
stores. temporarily, but would not 
seriously interfere with their oper- 
ations. 

“Most of the stores,” he said, 
‘have already released men of draft 
age in departments where older men 
or women can be employed. The 
delivery departments have been cut 
down by reducing the deliveries to 


‘one a day, and most of the employes 


remaining inthis service are beyond 
draft age. Such clerks of military 


age as remain in the selling depart- 


ments can readily be replaced by 
women.”’ 

T. A. Blundell, superintendent of 
Scruggs-Vandervoort-Barney, stated 
that only a small proportion of the 
store’s employes—between 50 and 
100—-will be affected by the draft or- 
der. It was said this was a fair ig- 
dication of the proportional effect on 
the other stores. 

Elevator Operators Affected. 

A manager of one of the biggest 
downtown office buildings estimated 
that 350 men are operating elevators 
in the business district, and that of 
these about one-half will be com- 
pelled to find other work or become 
soldiers. 

Claude B. Ricketts, manager of the 
Railway Exchange and “Pontiac 
buildings, stated that he employs 30 
men as elevator conductors, and that 
all of them are of military age. Rick- 
etts said he lost 20 elevator men -in 
the first draft, and filled their places 
with men of deferred classifications. 

“When these men leave,” said 
Ricketts, “I shall fill their places if 
I can with men physically unable to 
do heavy work or to perform mili- 
tary service. But if necessary I shall

Men’s Pay Ranks High. 
‘ In his testimony before the Public 
Service Commission in support of the 
United Railways petition for permis- 
sion to increase its revenue which 
resuited in a ruling of the commis- 
sion granting the company a 6-cent 
fare effective June 1, Richard Mc- 
Culloch, president of the company, 
said increased wages, based on 10 
cents an hour for trainmen and oth- 
er employes, would amount to $1,- 
470,498.11 for 1918. 

The increase of 10 cents an hour, or 
35.6 per cent, from 26 and 32 cents 
to 36 and 42 cents, makes St. Louis 
street car men better paid than those 
of any of the large cities, with-a few 
exceptions. The cities that pay less 
than St. Louis under the new con- 
tract and the amount they pay car 
men are as follows: 

New York, 27 to 34 cents an hour; 
Chicago, 30 to 39; Philadelphia, 30 
to 35; Boston, 31 to 36%; Cleveland, 
33 to 35; Pittsburg, 32 to 40; Detroit, 
30 to 40; Buffalo, 27 to 34; Milwau- 
kee, 26 to 33; Cincinnati, 26 to 34;

British Bomb War Objects of Liege

day by British aviators, says the 
latest British official statement on 
aerial operations.

the British Foreign Secretary to the 
Lord Mayor of Dublin, declaring that 
passports would be granted to the

ica on his proposed trip. It was 
announced that the Mayor had re- 
plied that the only document he in- 
tended to carry was one direct to 
President Wilson from the Mansion 
House conference and that he would 
decline to submit this to the Lord 
Lieutenant of Ireland. 


The matter was consitdered in a 
conference adjourned until tomor- 
row. 


The Lord Mayor's departure is now 
delayed further and he will not leave.

week. 


Letter of Lord Mayor. 

The Lord Mayor, in a letter to 
Secretary Balfour on May 15, said: 

“I have received from you pass- 
ports to proceed to America to place 
before the President of the United 
States the case against conscription 
being enforced in Ireland. I beg to 
thank you. 


“I understand that no documents 
may be carried by passengers going 
to the United States. I would be 
giad if you would kindly have au- 
thority issued to enable me to con- 
vey a document which has been 
drawn up for presentation to Pres?- 
dent. Wihllson.”’ 

Mr. Balfour replied: 

“I am advised by competent au- 
thorities that the document which 
you desire to convey to the President 
of the United States ought, in the

AMERICAN AIRMEN 
FIGHTS NEAR TOUL 


One Aviator Engages Three 


After the Other, Within 
20 Minutes. 


TWO OTHER PILOTS IN 
HALF-HOUR COMBAT 


Falling Off in Artillery Fir- 
ing in American Sectors 
Reported From  Head- 
quarters. 


WITH THE AMERICAN ARMY 
IN FRANCE, Wednesdar, May 22 
(By A. P.).—There was great aerial 


activity northwest of Toul today. 
American aviators participated in 
more than half a dozen combats, but 
up to an early hour tonight they had 
not been able to bring down an ene- 
my machine. 

One American aviator engaged 
three different German machines 
one after the other within 20 min- 
utes. 

Two other American pilots fought 
for half an hour with two German 
machines at an altitude of 5500 me- 
ters, but failed to get telling shots 
home. 

A falling off in artillery firing on 
the American sectors is reported in 
the official statement issued at 


a; American headquarters at 9 o’clock 


tonight. The statement reads: 

“The artillery activity has de- 
creased. There are no new devel- 
opments to report.”’ 

The accuracy of the American ar- 
tillery fire on the Picardy front is at- 
tested by information that eight out 
of ten German batteries which have 
been active in bombarding the Amer- 
ican positions have been destroyed by 
the American artillerymen since their 
entry into this sector. Aerial photo- 
graphs show that direct hits were ob- 
tained in most instances. 

In addition to this the American 
guns have been busy in tearing up 
the enemy’s rear lines and setting his 
ammunition dumps and billets on 
fire, while patrols from the American 
lines have been harassing the Ger- 
mans nightly. 

The marked increase recently in 
the enemy aerial activity along this 
front has raised the question of 
whether it may not be a prelude to 
new action by the enemy infantry. 
Whether or not this be the case, the 
American troops holding the line are 
becoming restless and eager for a 
chance to get at the enemy. One 
hears frequently the conviction ex- 
pressed that if the numbers are any- 
where near equal the Germans will 
be given an unwelcome surprise. 

Enemy aircraft have been ex- 
tremely active along the American 
front in Picardy since the advent 
of the new moon. Villages and 
roads in the rear of the American 
lines have beeri bombed and some 
of the villages visited by the hostile 
aviators present pitiful scenes of de- 
struction. The military damage 
done has been negligible, but a num- 
ber of civilians have been killed, 
most of them women and children. 

The American soldiers and nurses 
in touch with the French population 
are freely offering aid and comfort 
to the distressed. That some of the 
American hospitals have not been 
damaged is due to good fortune, as 
the Germans are apparently drop- 
ping their bombs without any con- 
sideration of military objectives. 

The area under ‘bombardment 
from the air is that between the 
American front and Paris, and night- 
ly the air over this district is hum- 
ming with enemy motors, while the 
American and French anti-aircraft 
guns are keeping up an almost con- 
tinuous barrage.

Points Out. That Re- 


prisal Raids on German Towns Are 


More and More Effective. 


By LIEUT.-COL. REPINGTON,

LONDON, May 22.The German 
at raid on Sunday night. was one of 
the most ambitious, and also one of 
the most picturesque and prolonged 
of the enemy’s efforts to terrorize 
the city by an aerial attack. 

Most of these attacks I have wit- 
nessed from London, but this I ob- 
served from a point outside London, 
and so was able better to appreciate 
the immense development of the ae- 
rial defenses of the capital, which 
I have seen steadily improving for 
many months. 

On no other occasion have the 
anti-aircraft defenses been so com- 
plete. Barrages set up by the outer 
and inner defenses, the great dis- 
play of powerful searchlights which 
dazzled and confused the hostile air- 
men and the fruitful activity of our 
own air service were all very much 
in evMence, with the gratifying re- 
sult that London was spared the 
heavy damage and loss of life that 
tnust have occurred with less per 
fected arrangements to defend it. 

Best of all was the constant evi- 
dence displayed throughout of the 
intimate co-operation of all parts of 
the defensive system, and we must 
conclude that those responsible for 
the air defense of London have not 
wasted their time. 

The enemy's objects in carrying 
cut these raids are two in number— 
one to terrorize the population by 
bringing death and injury to the 
civilian inhabitants and by destrov- 
ing buildings and the other to im- 
mobilize, in passive defense, the men, 
munitions, searchlights and ati.- 
planes, all of which might, in other 
conditions, be actively employed in 
France. 

German Object Defeated. 

The first object has been defeated 
by the steady conduct of the people, 
who are now inured to these inci- 
cents of hostilities and by the guvod 
defense which reduced the structural 
damage to a minimum. The second 
cbject, to immobilize the air forces 
here has been attained, to some ex- 
tent, since it has been necessary to 
crganize the air defense on a scale 
commensurate with the require- 
ments. 

But London is giad to have madc 
the raiders pay heavily for their te- 
merity and has correspondingly aid- 
ed our valiant airmen in France. 
Moreover, the policy of reprisals 
which we were so reluctant to adopt 
has compelled the Germans to im- 
mobilize around their own great 
towns, and every month rounds up 
more and more of them—such con- 
siderable air and anti-aircraft forces 
that they have been unable to stani 
up successfully against our airmen 
in France, who have constantly ex- 
acted increasing toll at a point where 
success most matters. 

Therefore, it is true to say at pres- 
ent that the air policy and strategy 
of the Germans have brought them 
more loss than profit. 

Our General Staff and the direc- 
tors of our aerial operations in 
France always have looked mainly 
to the successful and intimate co- 
operation of the royal air force with 
our operating armies. The persis- 
tent prosecution of this strategy, oft- 
en under serious difficulties, when 
Germany has made some stride 
ahead, has been crowned this year 
with greater success even than in 
1916. 

Records of Losses. 

The records of comparative losses

Our object must be to work ener- 

getically to produce such improved 


-aircraft that the radius of activity 


of our airmen may be constantly ex- 
tended. An ideal which will be real- 
ized some day is to possess such per- 
fected machinery that no German 
town may eventually be safe from 
our air raiders, based on airdromes 
in England. We may not attain this 
ideal during this war, but if ever 
Germany knows his home is liable to 
attack from the air the very day aft- 
er a deciaration of war he assuredly 
will think twice before declaring it. 
Effective though this menace already 
is, in the case of Rhine towns it will 
not necessarily stop raids upon us 
during the war and it would be a 
real misfortune if the counter-raid- 
ing to which the enemy has com- 
pelled us to resort were to deflect us 
in any way from the air warfare in 
the zone of the armies, which is the 
inain thing, transcending all others 
in’ importance. . 

Here it is that our growing su- 
periority in the air is most efectively 
employed, and when, later in the 
year, American airmen come, first 
in their hundreds and then in their 
thousands, we can begin to aspire to 
a real mastery and conceive our most 
ambitious projects. When we have 
thousands in place of hundreds, such 
operations as these on which the 
German armies are now engaged

The coal miners of Okmulgee and 
Latimer Counties, Ok., have vol- 
untarily agreed to give one day's pay 
to the fund. The miners are getting 
an average of $8 a day. 


Oklahoma promises some surprises 
in the whirlwind finish of the cam- 
paign..L. E. Phillips of Oklahoma 
City, the State manager of the cam- 
paign, telegraphed to the manager at 


its 80 millionaires were doing. He 
received an answer saying: ‘‘Don’t 
worry about us, Phil.

at not less than nine hours per day. 

Sixty per cent of all regular runs 
shall be completed within 12 con- 
secutive hours, plus the number of 
minutes required to make one-half 
of a trip, and shall be paid for at not 
less than nine hours per day. 

Thirteen per cent of all regular 
runs shall be completed within 15 
consecutive hours and the remaining 
7 per cent shall be completed in the 
lease time possible. 

All runs not actually requiring 
eight hours of platform time shall 
be known as extra runs. Extra runs 
under five hours shall be allowed five 
hours’ pay; runs from five to eight 
hours shall be allowed pay for eight 
hours. 

Governing Sunday Runs. 

Seventy per cent of all Sunday 
runs shall be straight runs and be 
paid for from six to eight hours. Fif- 
teen per cent of such runs shall be 
completed within 10 consecutive 
hours and 15 per cent shall be com- 
pleted within 12 consecutive hours. 

Extra men shall be guaranteed $70 
a month, provided they report for 
work three times a day. 

Conductors and motormen shall 
receive extra remuneration for han- 
dling Sunday newspapers; shall be 
compensated for attending court for 
the company, and shall have one day 
off duty in 10. They shall aiso re- 
ceive an addition of 25 cents a day 
for breaking in students. 

Other employes in the barns, shops 
and along the tracks are likewise 
cared for in the contract with in- 
crease in wages of 35 per cent, and 
fewer working hours to constitute 
the day than heretofore. 

The contract was pronounced by 
McMorrow, O'Shea and A. QO. Piant, 
president of Local Division No. 788, 
as one of the best obtained by any 
division in the United States. 

MecMorrow removed his coat at to- 
day's eeting and read the agree- 
ment in detail. When he had fin- 
ished, R. L. Zertanna, secretary of 
the local division, announced that the 
men at last night's meeting had ap- 
proved the agreement with only nine 
dissenting voates! McMorrow | then 
called for action by the meeting. 
There were cries of “Acecpt it,” “Re- 
ject it.” Order was restored in a few 
moments, and a motion was made 
and seconded to accept it. A discus- 
sion of its clauses then began. 

One man said it was a surprisingly 
good agreement. Another declared 
that he had been through two strikes 
of this company’s employes and that 
the agreement was 60 per cent better 
than anything the company had ever 
agreed to.

“A village we were holding was 
undergoing an elimination treat- 
ment; that is, the bosche were 
‘simply ruining it with their barrage 
fire and all roads into the town were 
being subjected to a rain of high 
explosive shells. Naturally, there 
were wounded men and headquar- 
ters called for three ambulances. 

“‘Renick’s car led the death gant- 
let—-but the shells were dropping too 
close for even ‘flivvers’ to pass be- 
tween them. One, bursting in front 
of him, caused a piece of steel to cut 
an ugly gash above his right eye. 
Corp. Hancock quickly applied a 
first-aid dressing. Renick was dazed, 
but drove through the hades of fall- 
ing bulldings and fire to the poste 
de secours, where the wounded men 
were loaded, and without ever fal- 
stering, began the return trip. 

“The barraze continued: he had 
gone about half a mile when a shell 
struck his ambulance—the car was 
blown to bits; four wounded men he 
was transporting were killed and 
our dear friend Renick now finds 
himself in a hospital minus his right 
arm and nursing a maimed left 
hand, a fractured skull, a battered 
shoulder, besides numerous flesh 
wounds. The other two cars came 
through’ safely, except for a few 
scars. 

“Renick’s spirit is better than 
ever. When I visited him -his first 
words were, ‘Sorry, old pal, can’t 
shake hands, but I can wiggle my 
stump at you,’ and his.chief worry 
was for the rest of us who are still 
facing the music. 

Twenty Days Under Fire. 

“In very mild terms, Sherman 
said it. A lot of the disagreeable 
features are overcome with such 
men as Renick to work with, how- 
ever. He is a Prince through and 
through-——best of all, there isn't a 
man in our section who will not do 
as much when the time comes, 

“During these 20 days we. have 
been under fire continuously. It is 
nothing short of miraculous that 
there have been no casualties in our 
little group, although thige more 
ambulances have been blown up. 

“It is a bit exasperatsng some- 
times; when the boches are hitting 
good we work day and night for 48 
hours or more without ever getting 
a relief; at night, especially, it usu- 
ally rains and is miserably black. 
What little is left on roads is changed 
every hour. We drive from first aid 
stations to: the dressing stations and 
evacuation hospitals. I have not yet 
been over the top. A ‘flivver’ am- 
bulance will go through shell holes 
successfully, but it refuses to cross 4 
trench. A trench, however, is a com- 
paratively safe place in comparison 
to driving on top. 

“But our men don’t mind as long 
as the soup wagon arrives; we've 
discovered the true meaning of the 
phrase, ‘An army lives on its stom- 
ach.” When shells are dropping

“They give you hot drinks, and do 
other thmgs to make you feel fit 
again.

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‘GREGORY INDORSES 
HIM: IN. ATTITUDE 


Proposes Going Into Full 
History of Aviation Mat- 
ters and Proceeding in 
Practical Manner. 


WASHINGTON, May 23 (By A. 
P.).—Attorney-General Gregory has 
sent to the Senate Military Commit- 
tee A letter fro mCharles E. Hughes, 
who is direeting the department’s in- 
vestigation of aircraft production, in 
which Hughes says: 

“In accordance with your request 
I shall attempt to summarize briefly 
some of the points discussed in our 
conference today particularly with 
respect to the scope of our inquiry. 

“It is quite evident, from the ma- 
terial you haev already gathered and 
from the matters discussed with you 
and Mr. Frierson, that it would be 
necessary for us carefully to examine 
all the activities relating to air craft 
production. It is easy, of course, the- 
oretically to distinguish between an 
inquiry within the province of the 
Department of Justice and one which 
is aimed: merely at alleged waste, or 
neglect, or mismanagement, or in- 
efficiency, apart from any appropri- 
ate basis for a civil suit to recover 
misappropriated moneys or a crimi- 
nal prosecution. 

Thorough Inquiry Necessary. 

“As a practical matter, however, 
it is evident that in the endeavor to 
determine whether there is a basis 
for a civil suit by the Government or 
a criminal prosecution, it will be 
necessary for us to make a thorough 
inquiry into the entire history of air- 
craft production since the beginning 
of the war.and of all proceedings 
which have been taken by any per- 
sons or corporations concerned 
therewith. We shall not be able to 
ascertain. whether there has been 
dishonesty or malversation of any 
kind unless we go thoroughly into 
all the transactions which have been 
had. 

“If we discover a basis for civil 
suits by the Government they will 
be instituted. If we find grounds for 
a criminal prosecution, it will be in 
order to go before the grand jury to 
obtain indictments. 

“If we find no sufficient basis for 
such proceedings, our conclusion to 
be convincing to the country, could 
not well be stated as a mere nega- 
tive conclusion in general-terms, but 
should be accompanied by a fair 
candid and adequate statement of the 
facts which our investigation has’ 
disclosed. We should, of course, in 
no way make any statements which 
from a military point of view, should 
not be made, and if we had a basis 
for civil or criminal proceedings, we 
should properly reserve the evidence 
so far as it would be appropriately 
disclosed upon the trial and previ- 
ously withheld. 

Report Confined to Forts. 

“But I am very sure that the 
country would not, be content with 
our inquiry, and particularly if we 
discover no grounds for further pro- 
ceedings unless we showed the basis 
for our conclusion in an adequate re- 
port of the facts we have ascer- 
tained. This certainly would be dis- 
passionate and impartial, and be 
‘confined to facta. When we are ina 
position to make such a report of 
our inquiry, we shall know the facts 
and it will be reassuring to the 
country and support our inquiry, and 
its reputation for integrity, if we 
state concisely, but fairly and com- 
pletely, the results of our investiga- 
tion.

|” Discovery has just been made that 
a joker ‘in the inheritance tax law, 
which was passed at’the last session 
lof the Missouri Legislature, provides

| §ince the law became effective, it 
has been interpreted to the effect | 
that this class of bequests was ex- | 
emp. Trust companies issued book- 
‘lets on the law in which it was 
pointed: out that there was not @ tax 
on bequests to charities and churches 
or for educational purposes. A few 
days ago a ruling was received in 
St. Louis from the Attorney-Gen- 
eral’s office, instructing appraisers 
to levy a tax against such bequests 
and for them to make a reassess- 
ment in cases in which they had 
granted exemption. 

At a hearing yesterday before Ed- 
win W. Lee, appraiser in the estate 
of Miss Mary Boyce, who died Dec. 
24 last at her home, 4496 Maryland 
avenue, it was made known to law- 
yers representing various Catholic 
organizations that a tax of 5 per cent 
would be levied against hequests in 
her will to charities anw the Catholic 
Church. The attorneys, BE. V. P. 
Schneiderhahn and Thomas D. Can- 
non, protested that the tawmakers 
did not contemplate such action, but 
the appraiser said he had to follow 
the interpretation made by the At- 
torney-General. 

The attorneys pointed out that if 
the interpretation is right Missouri is 
the only State in the Union which 
imposes such tax. The bequests in 
Miss Boyce’s will, subject to be taxed 
at 5 per cent under this construction, 
total $70,000. The whole value of her 
estate, including personal property 
and realty, has been appraised at 
$565,000. 

The inheritance tax law was 
passed during the closing hours of 
the Legislature an dthe joker was in 
an amendment which the supporters 
of the measure did not notice. The 
language of the law exempts charit- 
able and religious bequests from the 
tax “except where the transfer is 
made in the first instance.” The At- 
torney-General has held that be- 
quests by a testator are a transfer in 
the first instance. About the only 
legacy exempt from the tax under 
the ruling, accordin gto Appraiser 
Lee, is when the bequest passes from 
one trustee to another trustee, which 
seldom occurs.

“T didn’t get much: sleep while I 
was up there, and had just two meals 
a day, and as a result, I have lost 
some weight.

The Germans shelled us quite a few 
times, and I will say right here I 
don’t like the sound of that shrapnel 
whining around me like ft did a few 
times. As long as the shells would 
sing over our heads to the trenches 
beyond, it was all right. But they 
didn’t do that all the time. The 
Germans use their heavy artillery a 
lot. 

“The worst of all was when eur 
time was up and we were on our 
way out. We had two ways to get 
out, one way we would get covered 
with mud, and the other we 
wouldn't. That does not sound very 
good, but I’m afraid I cannot give 
any better explanation, for fear .it 
would not get by the censors.

APERSON.—The Jefferson Me- 
morial h@nors one of our greatest 
Presidents. Thomas -Jefferson in- 
vented the folding campstool], tne 
revolving office chair, the two- 
wheeled sulky, the copying press, 
the pedometer, a hemp lamp and a 
very convenient improvement on the 
plows used in his day. Of all these 
ingenious contrivances the plow re- 
ceived the greatest notice, a gold 
medal having been awarded it in 
Paris in 1790, Eighteen years later 
the Royal Agricultural Society of 
the Seine, to which he had present- 
ed the original plow, sent him a su- 
perb, up-to-date plow containihg his 
improvements. He was red-headed. 
He was the most delightful “fiddler 
in Virginia. He hunted foxes and 
courtel pretty girls. He was the 
best fighter in his country and had 
freckles all ower his face. He stud, 
ied 15 hours a day for six years and 
and then married a widow on New 
Year’s day. Jefferson was a lawyer. 
During his first year at the bar he 
had 68 cases, with an average fee of 
$6. He couldn't make a speech, be- 
ing no orator, as Henry was, He was 
Governor of Virginia two times and 
declined re-election, because his ad- 
ministration was so bitterly and 
cruelly eriticised. He was paid 
$3500 a year as Secretary of State, 
and didn't think the salary large 
enough. Though he wrote the Dec- 
laration cf Independence, the great- 
est political document that ever 
came from the pen of man, he 
couldn't and didn't spell independence 
correctly. He was & good dancer and 
loved port wine. The advocate of 
freedom, he had 84 slaves. The 
friend of the common people, he was 
fond of luxurious living. He died 
without a cent, having indorsed too 
liberally for a friend. His estate 
was only saved from bankruptcy bs 
the gifts of the wealthy during his 
last’days. He was never known to 
‘be angry or peevish. He was pas- 
sionately devoted to his wife, and 
her sudden death threw him into a 
stupor from which he did not recov- 
er for weeks. Thomas Jefferson 
was the most versatile among the | 
great men of America. He farmed, 
built houses, practiced law. wrote 
books, held high office, entertained | 
largely, was sportsman, legislator, perience.

It is a mistake to simply drain 
cooked vegetables and serve them 
thus, a8 Many cooks do, unless they 
are an accompaniment to meat. A 
vegetable in itself lacks certain food 
value. A sauce made of margarine, 
milk and one of the flours seasoned 
with salt and pepper supplies the 
protein and fat necessary to make 
vegetables a satisfactory meal. 

If vegetables constitute the main 
meal, serve muffins or cakes made 
of a coarse flour. For instance, an 
oat cake will be far better than a 
slice of soft bread. 

Care should be exercised in the 
boiling of vegetables. Overcooking 
will spoil both the color and flavor 
of most vegetables.

Government Would Lose Tax. 


PHIL BALL, president and prin- 
cipal stockholder of the Browns, ex- 
pressed the following views: 

“While the order of the Provost- 
Marshal would undoubtedly close the 
major league baseball parks, if that 


step should be taken. I do not be- 
lieve tn putting together make-shift 
clubs to bunk the public, but would 
advocate closing down until the end 
of the war. 

“a number of clubs might fare 
better with gates closed than they 
did last year with them open. How- 
ever, other clubs would be hurt, es- 
pecially as attendance this. year was 
better than that of the season be- 
fore. 

“Closing the major league gates 
would cost war funs many thou- 
sands of dollars. The war tax pon 
the. Browns’ receipts alone would 
amount to over $20,400, not counting 
the income tax on profits and on the 
players’ salarfes. 

“Multiply that by 16, and the mat- 
ter runs into the hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars. Whether the money 
or the man power is more necessary 
is for the Government to determine. 
We're satisfied to do what is best.’’ 

SECRETARY ROBERT QUINN of 
the Browns, when informed of the 
situation said: “The Browns will 
not have half of one nine left, if this 
ordtr goes through, so that we would 
be put out of business. The same 
would be true of all other clubs. It 
is possible that with men from the 
minors, teams might be patched up 
—I can’t say. Club owners, how- 
ever, are prepared, to cheerfully 
make all sacrifices and to help the 
Government in any way.” 


Clubs Could Not Exist. 
JACK HENDRICKS, manager of 
the Cardinals, said: “Our club 


could not go ahead—our gates would

Victory Over Nationals and De- 
feat for Indians and White 
Sox Will Put Jones Third. 


WASHINGTON, May 23.—Backed 
by sensational support, especially 


from Joe Gedeon, who at one time 


was turned loose by Clark Griffith, 
Allan Sothoron won from the ‘Na- 
tionals yesterday, 4—2, for the 
Browns’ fourth straight victory. 
Some timely hitting by Leslie Nuna- 
maker also helped the cause of Field- 
er Jones along. As a result of four 
straight verdicts, the St. Louis club 
is above a .600 percentage, for the 
first time this season. 

Ninth inning rallies have been the 
features of the Browns’ winning 
streak—three of the four contests 
being won in the final period. On 
May 18, the Yankees-~ were beaten, 
6—5, Jones’ men putting over four 
runs in the ninth; April 21, the win- 
ning run against the Nationals came 
in the final frame, while yesterday 
the Browns scored twice in the ninth 
to win the battle. 

If the Browns can win today’s 
game, thereby making it four 
straight over Griffith’s crew—and 
they have a pretty good chance, as it 
is not likely that Walter Johnson 
will be able to pitch, as he is suffer- 
ing from a cold, contracted after his 
18-inning game against the White 
Sox, Jones’ men have a chance to go 
into third place in the A. L. race. 

To attain this position however, 
the Yankees must again trim the 
White Sox, while the Indians lose to 
the Red Sox. If this is the case the 
standings of the trio will be: Browns 
.536, Chicago .519 and Cleveland .516. 
If neither Chicago or Cleveland play 
and the Browns win Jones will be 
fourth, two points out of third place. 

Joe Gedeon, “Scrap Iron Joe,” as 
he is known to his teammates played 
sensational ball in helping Sothoron 
to the victory. Gedeon had 15 chances, 
four putouts and 11 assists, and 
handled them all cleanly. Several 
of his stops cut off runs, especially 
in the ninth inning, when with the 
bases full, he made a great stop of 
Shotton’s hard bounder, bringing the 
game to a close. Gedeon’s all-round 
work has been one of the features of 
the Browns’ games here. 

Nunamaker came to the Browns’ 
rescue in the ninth.
